The Whigs, who won, nominat- 
ed Gen. Zachary Taylor, and pop- 
ularized him as “Old Rough and 
Ready”. The Democrats nomin- 
ated Lewis Cass as “A Northern 
Man with Southern Principles”. 

The “Free Soil” party, which 
later formed the basis of the Re- 
publican party of today, had Mar- 
tin Van Buren as its candidate. 
It used “Free Soil, Free Speech, 
Pree Labor and Free Men’.
